RIYADH, June 8 (SPA) — 
King Khaled has appealed to Afri- 
can’ states not to restore diploma- 
tic relations with Tel Aviv until 
Israel has completely withdrawn 
from occupied Arab lands and 
restored the rights of the Palesti- 
nian people. 

The King made the appeal in a 
communique issued at the end of 
the official visit to the Kingdom) 
Thursday of Ahmadou Ahidjo, 
president of the Cameroun. He 
was referring to countries that had 
broken relations with the Jewish 
state in 1973, when most states of 
black Africa severed ties. 

In the communique, Saudi 
Arabia and Cameroun reaffirmed 
their insistence of tin need for 
Israeli withdrawal from all 
occupied territories, including the 
holy dty of Jerusalem, and the 
restoration of the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinians, including their 
right to self-determination and the 
restitution of their homeland and 
their right to statehood. 

The two rides expressed their 
satisfaction at the progress made 
in Islamic solidarity and Afro- 
Arab cooperation. They expre- 
ssed deep concern at events in 
Africa arising from foreign inter- 
ference, threatening peace and 
stability and obstructing peaceful 
development. 

During his visit here President 
Ahidjo held I talks with King 
K hal ed which were described by 


the communique as frank and 
friendly and resulting in profound 
understanding. They exchanged 
views on Afro- Arab relations and 
bilateral cooperation. 

The talks were joined on the 
Saudi side by Crown Prince Fahd, 
Prince Abdullah, second deputy 
premier and commander of the 
National Guard, Defense Minister 
Prince Sultan, Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al- Faisal, the King's 
Adviser Dr. Rashad Pharaon, 
Finance Minister Sheikh 
Muhammad Aba Ai- Khali, Minis- 
ter of State Muhammad Ibrahim 
Masoud, Director of he East Afri- 
can Desk in the Ministry of Fore- 
ign Affairs Ahmad Abdullah Siraj 
and Saudi Charge d* Affaires in 
Cameroun Abdul Rahman Al- 
Aqfl.

Nationalization of the banking 
system was one of the main points 
in a text of the Islamic republic’s 
proposed constitution leaked to 
the press last April. The govern- 
ment has said that the publication 
of an official draft of the constitu- 
tion is imminent. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, the coun- 
try’s religious leader has called 
repeatedly for the abolition of 
interest rates on bank loans. 

Recently he gave his blessing to 
the launching of a non-interest- 
charging Islamic bank. 

Bazargan did not make any 
reference to interest rates in Fri- 
day’s statement 

There are over 20 private banks 
in Iran, more than half of them 
with foreign capital. The state- 
ment gave no indication of bow 
the government intended to take 
over capital invested from over- 
seas. 

The prime minister said all the 
boards of the private banks had 
been suspended until further 
notice and the banks would 
reopen to the public on Monday 
— instead of Saturday, as normal. 

Moinfar said one reason why 


the government had decided to 
take over the banks was that most 
board members had fled abroad, 
taking the banks’ capital with 
them. 

Iranian banking sources said the 
move came as a total surprise. One 
private bank director said there 
bad been no previous discussion of 
nationalization with the govern- 
ment 

In a separate development the 
Soviet news agency Tass has dis- 
missed as slander a Western 
newspaper report claiming that 
the Russians are sending Afghans 
into Iran to subvert its Islamic 
government 

Tass quoted the report in the 
London “Sunday Telegraph” as 
saying the Soviet Union had 
seized an Afghan air base close to 
the Iranian border for its opera- 
tion and was training Farsi- 
speaking Afghan officers in sabot- 
age before sending them across 
the frontier. 

“This is not merely slander. 
Tins is a vicious attempt to cast 
doubt on the Soviet Union's policy 
with regard to the two neighboring 
states, to drive a wedge between 
Iran and Afghanistan and set them 
at loggerheads,'' Tass said Thurs- 
day night.

A major reason for the lack of 
interest is that the European par- 
liament has scarcely any real pow- 
ers, except over a small part of the 
Common Market budget. 

There could be a higher vote in 
Northern Ireland, where the 
issues which tempt electors to the 
ballot box are local rather than 
European. 

One polling station' was dosed 
in Northern Ireland after someone 
planted a hoax bomb, and as a 



security measure every voter was 
searched before casting his ballot. 

In the Dutch town of Eindho- 
ven two young men were arrested 
for handing out offidal-looking 
letters saying that the elections had 
been postponed until Friday. 

A computer forecast as noon 
predicted about 60 per cent of the 
nine million Dutch people would 
vote for the country’s 25 members 
of the European Parliament. 

In Denmark a survey conducted 
by the national news agency Ril- 
zau suggested a turnout of as low 
as half the 3.7 million voters was 
possible. j 

The elected parliament will | 
have 410 members, who will hold 
all their meetings this year in 1 
Strasbourg, possibly moving to 
Luxembourg for some sessions in , 
1980. 

West Germany, Britain, France , 
and Italy will each have 81 mem- 
bers, the Netherlands 25, Belgium 
24, Denmark 16, Ireland 15 and 
Luxembourg six. 

Until they meet on July 17 the 
shape of the new assembly may 
not be dear. In the old one, 198 
members named by national par- 
liaments divided into six political 
groups. 

If Britain’s Labor Party fares 
xH, as forecast, ft will sap the 
strength of the Socialists, hitherto 
the biggest group.

Nonaligned movement 
urged to expel Egypt 

COLOMBO, June 8 (Agencies) — Iraq and Syria Friday urged 
the nonaligned states to isolate Egypt and suspend its membership of 
the movement because its peace treaty with Israel violated the prin- 
ciples of nonalignment. 

But Egypt, fighting back hard to retain its membership of the 
movement, said it was following the road to peace with the support of 
the nonaligned nations to prove that Israel was wrong in claiming 
Arabs only wanted war. 

Tte three Arab states were addressing an open session of the 25- * 
member coordinating bureau preparing for the full summit of the 
nonali gn ed movement due to be held in Havana next September. 

Iraq, Syria, Algeria and the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) had earlier formally asked the ministerial meeting to consider 
the suspension of Egypt but their move met strong opposition, par- 
ticularly from black African nations. 

Apparently trying to woo the Africans, Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam told the meeting the Egyptian-Israeli peace 
treaty was as much of a forgery as the recent Rhodesian elections. 

But Egypt's Esmat Abdul Meguid said his country had always 
supported liberation struggles in Africa. 

■ ” Iraqi Foreign Minister Saadoun Hammadi spoke of plots and 

treachery and charged that the government of President Anwar 
Sadat had become an ally of imperialism and Zionism. 

It was necessary to isolate the Egyptian government “not as a 
punishment but to mobilize international public opinion to bring 
back Egypt to the right trade,” he said. 

The Sy rian minis ter called on member countries to approve the 
proposed suspension of Egypt, saying “whoever becomes a friend of 
Israel and an ally of the United States cannot be one of us.” 

Abdul- Meguid, Egypf s permanent representativ e at the United 
.Nations, said Egypt would carry on its “combat for peace” in spite of 
obstacles placed by Israel and deplored attacks on Egypt by “brother 
countries.” . 

Abdul Meguid said Egypt is well aware of its responsibilities to 
help the Palestinians gain an independent homeland. • 

PLO proposes sanctions 
if Canada moves embassy 

AMMAN, June 8 (Agencies) — The Palestine liberation Organ- 
ization (PLO) office here called on Arab states to impose economic 
sanctions against Canada and sever economic relations with it if it 
went ahead with its intentions to move its embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 

In a statement here Friday, the office said: 

“The United States itself, the major benefactor of the Zionist 
state, has so far taken no such action.” 

“By transferring its embassy to Jerusalem, the Canadian govern- 
ment would confirm reports that the new administration in Canada 
lacks political experience and statesmanship” it added. 

It also called on Arab, Islamic and friendly nations to denounce the 
Canadian move. 

On Thursday, Syria warned Canada that it would retaliate “in an 
a pprop ria te time and appropriate way” if the government transfer- 
red its embassy to Jerusalem. 

A foreign ministry spokesman said the Syrian government 
received news of a decision by the Canadian government of Prime 
Minister Joe Clark to transfer its embassy to Jerusalem with deep 
concern and disappointment. 

“If the decision was carried out it will be against the line, which 
Canada and most countries in the world have adopted so far, and an 
encouragement of the expansionist and de-facto policy by Israel,” 
the spokesman said. 

He added: “It would also mean that one day, not very far, Canada 
will find out that its stand against the Palestinian people and the Arab 
countries was an irresponsible act which must invite an a p p ro p riate 
retaliation in the appro p ri ate time.” 

The Syrian government still hoped, however, that the Canadian 
decision would not be carried out as there was still time for Canada to 
change its mind in the interest of future Arab- Canadian relations, he 
added. 

Egypt also described Canada’s decision as anti- Arab and anti- 
Egyptian and said it would have serious consequences for Arab- 
Canadian relations. 

The criticism was carried by the official Middle East News Agency 
(MENA) quoting an official foreign ministry source — a device 
frequently used by the government to make its views known without 
making a formal statement 

The Council of Muslim Communities of Canada also condemned 
the decision. 

“This action is irresponsble and is not in the interests of Canada 
and its people. It will inevitably threaten Canada’s friendly relations 
with the Arab and Muslim countries and it will lead to severing 
diplomatic and economic ties between Canada and these countries,” 
the Cotmcfl said. 

In Ottawa, External Affairs Minister Flora MacDonald Thursday c 
virtually set aside the plan to move the embassy. 

Miss MacDonald reiterated in a statement late Thursday that” we 
are not working to any deadline^* on {dans to move the embassy to 
Jerusalem from Tel Aviv. 

She indicated the Jerusalem move ranks behind other high priority 
issues on the government agenda in coming months. Before the 
government acts on its plan, it will want to consult widely with Arab 
and other countries and outline the {dans to parliament and the 
Canadian public, Miss MacDonald said. 

Parliament is not scheduled to meet until late September or 
October. 


On Wednesday, the Palesti- 
nians announced that they were 
withdrawing their forces from 
populated areas of the south to 
avert the threat of Israeli strikes. 

A statement issued by Wafa at 
the time said: “The unified com- 
mand took a military decision to 
keep clear of southern villages so 
the enemy may have no excuse to 
take action against these villages.’* 

Friday’s air strikes were the first 
for two weeks after a series of 
devastating raids and artillery 
bombardments which left many 
killed or wounded. 

The PLO communique said 
Israeli border gunners, and their 
right-wing Lebanese allies 
“poured” a barrage of rockets and 
long-range artillery against posi- 
tions two hours after the jetsr 
struck. “The ground bombard- 
ment was still at full blast when 
this communique was released,” it 
said. 


The Israeli command did not 
spell out the targets of the attack 
but said all planes returned safely. 

Meanwhile, right-wing 
m ilitiamen claimed Friday they 
had repulsed a Palestinian and 
left-wing assault on their positions 
in the village of Taibe Thursday 

nigh t 

Spokesmen told newsmen half 
of the village was held by Nigerian 
units of the U.N. Interim Forces in 
Lebanon (UNEFTL) and the other 
half by the militia. 

They said the attackers must 
have infiltrated through the 
Nigerian positions to reach the 
line dividing the forces. 

The spokesman said a simil ar 
attempt to attack mili tia positions 
had been repulsed three days ago. 

They claimed the commandos 
had been beaten back after a hard 
fight with automatic weapons. 

Earlier in New York, U.N. Sec- 
urity Council members in brief 
private talks Thursday agreed that 
the Council would hold two public 
meetings next week aimed to cul- 
minate in renewal of the mandate 
of tiie 6,000-man UNIFIL. 

Council diplomats, speaking 
anonymously with a reporter, said 
Waldheim would issue a report 
Monday morning recommending 
extension of the term of the force, 
sent to southern Lebanon in 
March 1978 to replace withdraw- 


ing Israeli invasion troops. 

They said die Council would 
meet Tuesday afternoon to begin 
debate on the situation in that 
area, would consult privately on a 
resolution for renewal of the man- 
date and would meet again Thurs- 
day to adopt the resolution. 

Informants said they expected 
the Council would agree on a 
six-month or nine-month term 
this time, though France had got 
the Council to hold the two most 
recent extensions to four months 
and five months respectively.

Ghali sees no West Bank role 
for Israel army after autonomy 


TEL AVIV, June 8 (Agencies) 
— Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Boutros Ghali was 
quoted Friday as saying the Israeli 
army should have no role in inter- 
nal security on the West Bank 
once autonomy was established. 

In an interview with the 
“Jerusalem Post,” Ghali said the 
army's use in anti-commando 
activities once it had withdrawn to 
specified locations under the aut- 
onomy plan would be interference 
in the internal affair s of the Pales- 
tinian authority. 

Israel has announced its inten- 
tion of using the army to maintain 
security. 

Prime Minister Men ahem 
Begin said this week the military 
authorities would arrest members 
of tiie autonomous council if they 
declared an independent state in 
the West Bank. 

Ghali said the spirit of Camp 
David was the eventual evolution 
of a Palestinian state, something 
Israel refoses to entertain. 

He said tins was the only reason 
Egypt had signed the framework 
for a Middle East peace autonomy 
for the West Bank, and the Camp 
David accords should be seen in 
the broad context of modern-day 
decolonization. 

David Landau, the “Posf s” 
correspondent who conducted the 


interview is Cairo,- summed up 
Chains remarks:, as: “Palestinian 
autonomy- must be~* seen in the 
broad context of the age of decol- 
onization. It is a belated instance 
of the progress of an occupied 
people, through a transition 
period, towards self- 
determination and the exercise of 
sovereignty. 

“The decolonization theme is 
the spirit that permeates the Camp 
David framework, which created 
the autonomy. 

“Camp David must be com- 
pared to the scores of other inter- 
national treaties' concluded in 
recent decades to provide for the 
stage-by-stage withdrawal of the 
colonizing powers and the inde- 
pendence of the peoples they 
occupied.” 

Ghali demanded a moratorium 
on the establishment of new Jew- 
ish settlements on the West Bank. 

“We cannot accept new settle- 
ments. They are incompatible 
with the whole concept of Camp 
David. Why negotiate over the 
future of the West Bank if yon are 
meanwhile imposing tbs fact of 
change?” 

New settlements were a con- 
tinuous provocation which deter- 
red Palestinian participation in the 
process, be said. 


Earlier in the week, the Israeli 
cabinet approved. a controversial, 
new West Bank settlement — cal- 
led Alon Morei, — by an 8 to 5 
vote. Leading the opposition were 
Deputy Prime Minister Yigael 
Yadin, Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Defense Minister Ezer 
Weizman. 

The United States criticized the 
Israeli decision, as it has with pre- 
vious new settlements in the West 
Bank, saying it was an obstacle to 
efforts to reach a Middle East 
peace. 

Opposition political groups in 
'Israel, led by the formerly domin- 
ant Labor Party, said the new set- 
tlement was a blow to chances of 
reaching agreement in the current 
talks between Egypt and Israel on 
the thorny Palestinian autonomy 
proposal. 

Interior Minister. Yosef Burg, 
who heads the Israeli negotiating 
team, returned from two days of 
autonomy talks with the Egyp- 
tians and admitted there were 
sharp areas of disagreement, 
including the question of Jewish 
settlement in the occupied lands. 

He told reporters that Egypt 
and Israel had agreed on pro- 
cedural matters bat “there were 
important points on which we 
agreed to disagree.” 


Early election results indicate 
massive win for Sadat’s NDP 


CAIRO, June 8 (Agencies) — 
Pre m ier Mustapha Khalil was 
among early winners in Egypt’s 
first mufti-party ejections m 27 
years and first results indicated a 
massive victory for President 
Anwar Sadafs ruling National 
Democratic Party (NDP). 

Other prominent members of 
the government elected so far 
include the ■ secretary general of 
the NDP, Hkri Makram Obeid, 
who is also a deputy premier, and 
Ahmad AH Mousa, minister of 

justice. 

KhaliTs government remains in 
power until run-offs next Thurs- 
day after which he will formally 
tender his reagnation. 

Sadat is expected to ask him to 
form the new government. 

Prominent losers included 
Mahmoud Kadi, leader of the 
National Front (NfT) the one new 
party which tried, and failed, to 
constitute itself in time for the elec- 
tions called just over six weeks 
ago. Kadi jran as an independent 
He Lost his seat to an NDP candi- 
date. 

Several prominent former 
opposition members of parlia- 
ment also lost their seats to the 
ruling NDP. They included one of 
the only two members of the leftist 
Unionist Progressive Party (UPP) 
in the outgoing parliament, Qab- 
bari Abd ullah. . 


They also included Sheikh 
Ashonr Nasr, a member of the 
defunct New Wafd Party dismis- 
sed from parliament for shooting 
“ down with Sadat ” in the house, 
and Abdul- Ez Hariri, a UPP 
member dismis sed after he was 
charged with inciting people to 
violence during a by-election. 

They also lost their seats to the 
NDP.' 

The election ended Thursday 
with the deaths of two people in 
clashes between rival party sup- 
porters and charges of vote- 
rigging in some constituencies.

Jordan , Algeria urge 
total boycott of Egypt 

ALGIERS, June 8 (Agencies) — Jordan's King Hussein and 
Algeria's President Besjedid Chadli agreed in three days of miirc 
here that tbs Arab countries should continue their efforts to isolate 
Egypt “on all levels,” a joint communique said Friday. 

The communique urged the “ relentless implementation 5 of decisions 
taken at an Arab summit in Baghdad in March to retaliate against 
Egypt’s signature of a peace treaty with Israel. The boycott of Egypt, 
the communique said, “is necessary. «. to protect the interests of the 
Arab nation." 

The communique said the treaty was “the direct cause of die 
aggravation of tension in the Middle East,” as it allowed the 7- io ni ffi 
enemy to consolidate hs occupation of Arab territories, and to con- 
tinue its aggressions, especially against Lebanon. 

On the Western Sahara, the communique said “the continued 
fighting in this part of tire Arab nation did not serve the interests of 
the Arabs, but only those of their enemies.” 

“ Therefore, the two sides stressed the need to find a quick political 
solution on the basis of the United Nations principles, of decisions of 
international bodies, of the principle of self-determination and the 
spirit of Arab brotherhood, to guarantee security and stability in the 
region," it added. 

Chad minister accuses 
Libya of aiding rebels 



KHARTOUM, June 8 (R) — 
Chad's Interior Minister 
Goukouni Oueddei has accused 
Libya of training rebel Chad 
forces and airlifting* them to the 
south of the country with Libyan 
military advisers, the Sudanese 
News Agency (SUN A) has 
reported. 

The agency Thursday quoted 
Gonkouni as saying in a statement 
broadcast by N'Djamena radio 
that antigovernment forces from 
northern Chad, loyal to pro- 
Libyan rebel leader Ahmad Acyl, 
had been flown to the south to 
bolster a revolt by black forces 
commanded by former national 
gendarmerie commander Wadal 
Abdulkader Kamougue. 

“The government has recently 
sent forces to the south where 
fi ghting is under way on three 


fronts with Kamougue-led Christ- 
ian troops,” Gonkouni was 
quoted as saying. 

Goukouni is himself a former 
guerrilla leader whose Frolinat 
Movement was once backed by 
the Libyans. 

The minister said the Chad gov- 
ernment had demanded the with- 
drawal of a Nigerian peace- 
keeping force because it bad not 
played the neutral role envisaged 
by the Kanu conferences in 
Nigeria which attempted to organ- 
ize a peaceful settlement in the 
poor landlocked central African 
state. 

The minister accused Nigeria of 
trying to shatter Chad's economy 
by imposing economic sanctions 
against his country. 


Grenade kills 
3 children 
in Gaza Strip 

TEL AVIV, June 8 (AP) — 
Three children were killed in the 
Gaza Strip when a grenade they 
were playing with exploded, Israel 
radio reported. 

The children discovered the 
grenade in an orchard, the radio 
said. Another six year-old girl was 
seriously injured in the blast. 

In a separate development, a 
French woman arrested two 
weeks ago in Jerusalem has been 
charged with working for the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

A French Embassy spokeswo- 
man said Friday Catherine Raoul, 
31, a Parisian Schoolteacher, is to 
be tried on charges of contacting 
the PLO office in Spain and offer- 
ing to work for them against 
Israel. No trial date was set 

Two other foreign women are in 
Israeli jails. Terre Fleener, a 25- 
year-old American from San* 
Antonio, Texas, was convicted 
last year of aiding a commando 
group in Lebanon. Her five year 
sentence was reduced to Vh years 
recently. 

Another woman, 25-year-old

WASHINGTON, June 8(R)— 
Efforts win be made in Congress 
to force President Carter to lift 
American sanctions against Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia. 

Carter said Thursday night that 
the elections which brought 
Bishop Abel Muzorcwa to power 
as the country’s first black prime 
minister were neither free nor fair, 
and sanctions would therefore be 
main tamed. He did, though, 
promises to keep the matter under 
review. 

The first challenge to his policy 
was expected next week in ft le 
Senate, which is already on record 


as overwhelmingly opposing sanc- 
tions. Senators will consider legis- 
lation compelling Carter to lift 
them. 

Similar moves were pending in 
the House of Representatives, 
where sentiment favoring sanc- 
tions was believed to be weaken- 
ing.

Thais send back Cambodian refugees 


ARANYAPRATHET, Thai- 
land, June 8 ( AP) — About 7,000 
Cambodian refugees, most of 
them ethnic Chinese, were loaded 
onto buses Friday in what 
appeared .to be the largest forced 
repatriation of Cambodian 
civilians yet.

General Fred Akuffo, the pre- 
vious military ruler deposed by a 
group of low- ranking milit ary per- 
sonnel on Monday, had pledged to 
reinstate civilian government on 
July 1 for the first time since 1972. 

The announcement repeated 
the new regime's pledge to bold 
tile elections, but it said tile 
Revolutionary Council would 
consider the date for the transfer 
of government to civilians as it 
needed at least three months to 
oomplete its clean-up of the armed 
forces. 

Accra Radio reported that Cap- 
tain Boakye Djan, spokesman for 
the revolutionary council, said 
that on Tuesday political leaders 
were told the involvement of the 
armed forces in the country's 
administration had created prob- 
lems which threatened the very 
existence of the forces. 

The council would need not less 
than three months for its internal 
cleansing exercise. 


The broadcast said seven of the 
party leaders felt on Unusday the 
elections should be held as 
scheduled and four considered the 
house cleaning operation should 
be completed first.

Taj Mahal stone damaged 


NEW DELHI, June 8 (AP) — 
The Taj Mahal, which environ- 
mentalists fear is threatened by an 
ofl refinery being built nearby, has 
already developed a condition 
known as “stone cancer” owing to 
local pollution. 

The United News of India 
reported from Agra Thursday, 
quoting sources in India's nffirinl 
Archeological Survey, the monu- 
ment’s white marbel has begun 
flaking and discoloring owing to 
effluents thrown info the air by 
Agra's electric generating plant 
and 250 iron foundaries. 

The survey is responsible for 
protecting India’s historic monu- 
ments. 

Sulphur dioxide emitted by 
industrial units becomes sulphnric 
acid and conodes m&rble when 
soaked with rain, causing the 


stone to flake. An Indian scientist 
has called the chemical reaction 
“stone cancer.” 

“Recent monitoring and. 
analysis of the -marble by the sur- 
vey’s chemists have revealed efis-. 
coloration, formation of gypsum 
on the surface and flaking and 
blackening of. the fractured 
areas,” UNI said. 

Earlier this week, four Indian 
environmentalists appealed to the 
goveramehtto shift the $250 mfl-' 
Hon Mathura ofl refinery claiming 
that pollution from the unit would 
aggravate the damage already 
done tq the Taj, 40. kflometers 
downwind. 

- No estimates have been made 
public of the cost of movin g all or 
only the most polluting parts of 
the refinery, as a parliamentary 
committee suggested last month.

Bond said the FAA wants to 
learn if a design defect might have 
slipped through the process. 

Meanwhile, National Transpor- 
tation Safety Board specialists 
also worked on the investigation 
in Long Beach, Washington, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, and in Texas. 

“We're trying to find out what 
happened, what is causing the 
cracks in the engine mounts, was 
something overlooked in the cer- 
tificatdon process, is there a basic 
flaw in the system?” said Fred 
Farrar, of the FAA. “If s arduous 
work.'* 

In Washington Thursday, U.S. 
District Judge Aubrey E. Robin- 
son Jr. extended from June 11 to 
June IS his order that U.S.- 
registered DC- 10s be grounded 
until the cause of the Chicago 
crash is found and corrected. 

The planes cannot fly while the 
restraining order is in effect, 
regardless of FAA action.

Carter okays massive mobile missile plan 
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Hefimnt Schmidt 

Schmidt warns 
Harvard class 
of 1980s unrest 

CAMBRIDGE, Mas- 
sachusetts, June 8 (R) — Warning 
that the 1980s will be a decade of 
unrest. Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt Friday urged the United 
States to approve the SALT II tre- 
aty with the Soviet Union or face a 
fierce nuclear arms race. 

In a speech at Harvard Univer- 
sity, 'Schmidt also declared that 
the unification of Germany could 
only come after a long period of 
peace. 

In his speech accepting an hon- 
orary Harvard degree, Schmidt 
gave a major boost to President 
Carter’s efforts to -mvince the 
Senate to accept wiufout modifi- 
cation the new SALT treaty. 

“No people m Europe would be 
more seriously affected by the 
consequences of the failure of 
SALT n than the German peo- 
ple," Ae chancellor said. 

He told Harvard’s graduating 
students they must expect the 
1980s to be a decade of unrest. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP) 

— President Carter has approved 
development of a huge new 
roobile missile--, designed to foil 
any Soviet surprise attack on the 
U.S. land-based striking force in 
the 198Us and beyond, administ- 
ration officials said Thursday 
night. 

The plan calls for mounting 200 
missile*, each with 10 powerful 
nuclear warheads, on some form 
of rail system that would shuttle 
them among some 8,000 to 9,000 
“hardened" launch shelters to 
protect them from destruction in a 
preemptive strike. 

The sources, who declined to be 
identified, indicated that Carter 
was not prepared to announce the 
specific basing plan until be had 
discussed the proposed location in 
the Far Western United States with 
officials of four states involved.

Decision may shorten trial 

Thorpe refuses to take witness stand 


LONDON, June 8 (AP) — 
Former Liberal Party leadet 
Jeremy Thorpe will not testify in 
his own defense on charges of con- 
spiracy to murder a one-time male 
model, Thorpe's attorney 
declared Thursday. 

The surprise move was 
announced in the closing minutes 
of the defense's opening remarks 
on the 21st day in the trial of 
Thorpe, 50, and three co- 
defendants at Old Bailey. 

This would probably Shorten 
the trial, which had been expected 
to take three months. 

Only one of the four defen- 
dants, George Dealdn, testified in 
his own defense. He said Thursday 
he knew of no plot to kill Norman 
Scott, a 39-year-old former male 
model who claimed he had infor- 
mation that could harm Thorpe’s 
career. 

The prosecution claims Thorpe 
and his co-defendants conspired 
to kill Scott to avoid a scandal. 

The defense move was appar- 
ently designed to take advantage 
of the seeming unreliability of 
prosecution witnesses, particu- 
larly after the star witness, former 


Liberal member of Parliament 
Peter Bessel, admitted that be was 
a liar and a hyp rod te. 

Thorpe and the three other 
defendants — former deputy Lib- 
eral Pany treaty treasurer David 
Holmes, businessman 'John le 
Mesurier and chib- owner Dealdn 
— have pleaded innocent to 
charges of conspiracy to murder 
Scott. Thorpe has denied a sepa- 


rate charge of inciting others to 
Ml Scott. 

The trial is the most se national 
involving a British political leader 
since the scandal that rocked the 
Conservative government of 
Prime Minister Harold Mac MID an 
a decade ago when a member of his 
cabinet. War Minister John Pro- 
fumo, admitted a relationship with 
a call gjrl linked to a Soviet agent.

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Under siege

JOHANNESBURG — 

Security guards asd short-tempered dogs are becoming 
almost as common as hooked drives and slices on white golf 
courses in Johannesburg. 

Four years after the bloody Soweto riots, whites live as if 
they’re under siege. At home, guards, burglar alarms, dogs 
and guns protect their walled mini-estates. 

On the streets they carry protective devices that range 
from a plastic revolver that shoots an aerosol spray to tem- 
porarily blind someone and dye his skin bright pink, to a 
folded umbrella disguising a 2,000-volt rod that can knock an 
attacker unconsdons. 

“Fear is good business in South Africa,’' said law profes- 
sor John Dugard about the multitude of security enterprises 
that flourish here. “You can’t lose.” 

Whites were jolted to a panic by the 1976 black student 
rebellion against the white-dominated system. Although the 
rioting was kept away from their pretty suburbs, whites were 
reminded that they are outnumbered five to one by non- 
whites. They haven't forgotton. 

The political realities are aggravated by a high crime fate 
that stems from nationwide unemployment and underemp- 
loyment estimated at 20 per cent among the nonwhite popular 
lion. 

“If s a labor problem,” said one security company owner. 
“There are a lot of fellows walking the streets who tend to also 
walk into a house and steal something.” 

For some whites, the only answer is a gun. 

“If the blacks break in, there's only one thing to do. Shoot 
’em,” said a salesman at a gunshop. 

That’ s also the advice given to burglary victims by police. 

One white resident whose home was broken into three 
times in a week, said the three police units that investigated 
said “get yourself a gun and make sure if s enough to kill.” 

In fret, almost 750,000 licensed gun owners have almost 
1.4 million firearms. Many of the women learn bow to shoot 
and carry weapons in ankle holsters under flared slacks, in a 
jacket pocket, or tucked into the waistband. 

The wife of a foreign diplomat here amused her dinner 
party guests with a story about the two black men who tried 
unsuccessfully to burglarize the house by breaking a barred 
window with a brick when the front door was unlocked. 

“Of course, now my husband has taught me how to use 
his shotgun for the next time,” she added. 

The “next time” for Tina Hartman of Durban ended in 
her husband* s death when she mistook him for an intruder and 
shot him in the chest with a .38 caliber revolver. 

“South Africa is a violent society ” a police officer said. 
But he added there is an “over reaction” based on the 4.4 
millio n minority’s “racial fear” of the 22 million non-whites. 

At the same time, Johannesburg police report a “marked 
increase” in armed robberies by whites in the last two years, 
while national figures show that only.

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Estimating Soviet firepower

The U.S. intelligence community has substan- 
tially downgraded the explosive power of the Soviet 
Union's largest land-based 1CBM, the giant SS-18. 

Latest intelligence estimates on the weapon, 
included in the classified portion of Defense Secret- 
ary Harold Brown's 1980 posture statement, put 
the destructive force of each of eight or ten war- 
heads carried by the SS-18 at about 600 kilotons, 
equal to 600,000 tons of TNT. Previously each 
warhead was carried at about 1.2 megatons — 1.2 
million tons of TNT. 

This sharp reassessment of the SS-lJTs yield 
could play a major role in the upcoming Senate 
debate on the U.S.-Soviet Strategic Arms Limita- 
tion Treaty (SALT EQ, according to sources on 
Capitol Hill. 

It will bear particularly on the debate over 
deployment of the MX mobile missile on which 
President Carter is soon to make a production deri- 
sion. 

The new yield estimate suggests that the SS-18 
warhead is comparable to the newest generation of 
American warheads, the Mark 12- A which is soon 
to be installed on the U.S. arsenal of 300 land-based 
Minute man III intercontinental ballistic missiles. 
The U.S. warhead carries an explosive power of 375 
kilotonsand is more accurate than the Soviet SS-18. 

The Mark 12- A is now programmed to be fitted 
on the MX mobile missile which will carry 10 war- 
heads of 375 kilotons each. This means that the 
warheads carried on the most advanced strategic 
weapons of both countries will have comparable 
destructive power, the accuracy of the U.S. missile 
making up for its lower kiloton range. 

Another significant revision in the new estimates 
was a lowering in the estimated yield of the Soviet 
Union's second largest missile, the SS-19. Its six 
warheads are now rated at yields of 550 kilotons 
each instead of the previously estimated 800 kilo- 
tons. 

AH three systems — the SS-18, SS-19 and Mx — 
will be able to knock out an opponents ICBM, even 
in a cement-hardened silo. 

Congressional and executive agency sources 
familiar with the revised intelligence estimates 
don’t agree on the overall meaning of the lower 
SS-18 yield. 

A common view, however, is that it Illustrates the 
weakness — “uncertainties,” as one source put it — 
of making estimates on Soviet weapons perfor- 


mance that cannot be directly verified. 

Tbe Soviet warhead yield, sources said, is 
deduced from intercepted electronic test data that 
gives the weight of mksile and warhead carrier. 

Using that weight estimate, the intelligence anal- 
ysts guessed the magnitude of the explosive pack- 
age in the warheads. Then they estimated the site of 
the nuclear explosion the Soviets could obtain from 
the package: 

Over a history of more than 20 tests of the SS- 1 8 
missiles cany in g eight or ten warheads, the analysts 
have successively lowered their estimate of the 
warhead yield from three megatons, to two, to last 
year’s 1.2 and finally the present roughly 600 kilo- 
tons. 

• The sharp change from last year came from a 
■review of past data rather than receipt of any new 
data from recent Soviet testing. 

“Understanding comes gradually” an intellig- 
ence source said recently, “and uncertainties hang 
on for a long time.” 

Partisans in the SALT debate who were aware of 
the changed SS-18 yield were quick to show how 
their side of the strategic debate will be helped. 

Pro-treaty sources said it indicated more “mod- 
eration" on the part of the Soviets and a hint that 
they are not rushing quite as quickly for a “first 
strike" capability as SALT opponents have 
charged. A Soviet “first strike" would be an attack 
to destroy the U.S. land-based ICBMs in tbeir har- 
dened silos. 

Anti- SALT sources said that the lowered yield 
would not “change any view about Soviet inten- 
tions" and that the "critical factor was accuracy.” In 
that area, a congressional opponent of the treaty 
said, the new estimates gave the SS-18 a better 
accuracy that more than made up for the sharp cut 
in yield. 

Another anti-treaty source, upon learning of the 
new estimates, shifted from the argument that big- 
ger Soviet megatonnage yields tilted the strategic 
balance in their favor. This source contended that 
new estimates of lower yield meant less danger of 
the Soviets “blinding" their own missiles with the 
bigger blasts of higher- megaton weapons. 

A pro-SALT government official said the lower 
yield now projected for the SS-18 should have “no 
effect at air' on the debate. 

“We have always said their advantage in 
megatonnage overall makes no difference," he said. 
“The fact that we now say it is less than before still 
does not make a difference.” - ( WP) 


Iran scrapping major projects

TEHRAN — 

After canceling nearly all the Shah’s arms deals 
with the United States and other foreign rountries, 
Iran is now on the verge of scrapping at least $34 
billion worth of major civilian projects — including 
four nuclear power stations — that are already 
under way or on the drawing board. 

In the latest move to dismantle the deposed 
monarch's grandiose development plans and turn 
the country’s economic priorities around, the new 
head of the Atomic Energy Organization of Iran 
has called for the cancellation of two nuclear power 
plants that are more than three-quarters complete 
near Bushehr on the Gulf. 

Though the government has not yet officially 
terminated the ' contracts, the statement by 
Fereidun Sahabi appears to doom prospects that 
construction work on the plants will resume. The 
work ground to a halt during the revolutionary tur- 
moil last winter when hundreds of foreign engineers 
left the country. 

The two 1,200- megawatt units were being built 
by West Germany’s Kraftwerk Union under a 1976 
contract. They were to have been the first of some 
20 nuclear power stations to be installed in Iran by 
1994. 

The rest of the program, including two French 
plants under construction at. a site on the Karun 
River in southwestern Iran, has already been scrub- 
bed 

So have other multibillion-dollar projects rang- 
ing from an entire “city center" in Tehran, a new 
Tehran airport and a steel mill near Isfahan — ail in 
various stages of planning or site preparation. 
Other major projects on which construction already 
had begun are still technically “understudy" by the 
provisional revolutionary government, but several 
of them are now considered dead. 

These include a $3 billion gas pipeline from the 
Gulf to the Soviet Union, a $2.4 billion six-lane 
highway from Tehran to the Gulf port of Bandar- 
shah pour and a $1.3 billion subway system for the 
capital. 

Iran has already spent several billion dollars on 
these and other projects likely to be written off and 
stands to see huge investments come to nothing. To 
push them through, however, would entail even 
greater spending, the return of legions of foreign 
experts and renewed emphasis on big remote pro- 
jects — all politically unacceptable under the new 
government. 

' While dismantling Iran’s nuclear power plant 
pro gr a m, the authorities will have to deride what to 
do with some of the Shah's other atomic energy 
investments aimed at guaranteeing fuel supplies for 
Ir ania n reactors. Iran has purchased about 28,000 
tons of uranium that it now cannot use. 

One aspect of the Shah's nuclear program that 
officials intend to pursue, however, is exploration 
for uranium in Iran. 


“Uranium is one of the resources we have to 
evaluate,” said Mansour Rubi, executive of the Ira- 
nian Atomic Agency. “If we don’t use it ourselves, 
we can always market It abroad:” 

Two years ago Iran launched a $300 million, 
10-year exploration program using aerial surveys 
with sophisticated detection equipment A French, 
Australian and West German consortium was 
awarded the contract. 

With a few major exceptions,- the new regime 
seems determined to finish non-nuclear projects on 
which massive amounts of money have already 
been spent and whose construction is well along. ' 
Most of these projects are for conventional power 
plants, roads, railways, or port facilities, and the 
contracts are generally smaller. 

The biggest project on this list is the Iran- Japan 
Petrochemical Co. complex at Bandarshahpour on 
the Gulf. Despite cost runups, it has been given the. 
go-ahead by Ayatollah Khomeini largely because jt 
is 85 per cent complete. 

Critics complain that while it was originally sup- 
posed to cost $ 1.8 billion, the complex will probably 
end up costing 3.2 billion before it is finished. 

Another large project faring much the same 
problem with its eventual production is the Sar- 
cheshmeh copper mining and processing complex in 
southeastern Iran. 

In the final stages of construction by a consortium 
that includes Anaconda and Parsons- Jurden of the 
United States, the project stopped during the 
revolution as did most others, and it is expected to 
exceed its $1.6 billion price tag at completion. 

A $400 million housing project, in winch Starrett 
Corp. of the United States was building 15;000 
apartment units west of Tehran in partnership with 
French and Israeli firms, is likely to be completed 
with new contractors, government sources said. 

Construction of a steel mill with capacity of$2_5 
minio n tons per year is to go ahead with the same 
contractors, which include Kaiser and Swindell 
Dressier of the United States. - ■ •

Strauss splits opposition

BONN — 

Bavaria’ s right-wing leader. Franz Josef Strauss, 
is dinging to his determination to command the 
German opposition in next year’s general election 
in order to spite the decision of most of his allies to 
line up behind a more moderate champion. 

Faced with Strauss' s announcement that he wants 
to be the opposition contender for the chancellor- 
ship, the Christian Democratic Union (CDU) last 
week announced its support of Ernst Albrecht, the 
prime minister of Lower Saxony. The CDU* s smal- 
ler sister-party, the Christian Social Union (CSU), 
operates only in Bavaria. 

Enthusiastically committed to Strauss’s more 
right-wing image, the CSU has now announced that 
it will continue to back its hero. 

The north-south rift among the conservative 
opposition, so often exploited by Strauss in the past, 
has never been so pronounced. CSU leaders are 
beginning to talk of the regrettable possibility of 
having to fall back on fielding two opposition com- 
manders in the 1980 strug g le to oust Chancellor 
Helmut Scbmidt 's coalition of Social Democrats and 
Free Democrats. 

In theory, running Albrecht in the north and 
Strauss in Bavana might be an appealing formula ’ 
for both liberal and conservative voters. But fftfe is 
to reckon without the ridicule that would be 
directed by the government parties against this 
unprecedented failure of an alternative government 
to unite behind a single leader with a clear program. 

At the moment the CSU is using the threat of a 
schism as a bargaining counter. But Strauss has 
spent his whole career being turned back before the 
attack on the summit of German power. This time 
he is too old at 63 to wait any longer. As the most 
experienced campaigner in the opposition camp 
and tile only with an international reputation, be is 
convinced he is the natural • opponent of Helmut 
Schmidt. And inside the CDU he has strong minor- 
ity support which he hopes will come out into the 


open at a later stage in the bargaining between the 
two opposition parties. 

Tbe son of a Bavarian butcher, Strauss delights 
his admirers by his earthy eloquence and his warn- 
ings of left-wing enemies undermining the founda- 
tion of the German society. No West German 
politician is the subject of a more intense cult or is 
more widely feared. Social Democrats welcome 
Strauss as an enemy. They feel that, as in the past, 
Schmidt will have little difficulty in branding 
Strauss as a dangerous ultra, an unstable element to 
throw into the delicate balance between East and 
West in Central Europe. 

But the CSU argues that Strauss's charm and 
popular appeal have never been seen at work in a 
contest for national leadership. It points out, too, 
that 48-year-old Erast Albrecht has virtually no 
experience outside provincial politics. Schmidts 
impact on him could be. devastating. 

The Strauss crisis landed on the CDU on the 
happiest day of the year. It was after Strauss’s ally, 
Dr. Kari Carstens; won his ejection to the presi- 
dency that the Bavarian leader lobbied for support 
among CDU politicians at the victory reception. 
Strauss, who was elected prime minister of Bavaria 
last year, has lately been denying any immediate 
ambitions for higher office. Now he- says blandly : 
that a few developments have caused him to eh unge . 
his mind. "... 

- One of these developments is certainly the elec- 
tion of Carstens, which gives Struass hope that a 
swing towards conservatism is at last possible. A 
long-term trend which has strengthened Strauss 's 
position is the decline of his enemy, Helmut Kohl, 
the leader of the opposition alliance. After taking 
the Christian Democrats close to victory in the 1 976 
general election, KohT s leadership has been with- 
out conviction and style. Increasingly, isolated in 
past months, be finally decided to pull out of the 
leadership race. Seeing that he was about to tip 
Albrecht as his heir, Strauss quickly threw his own 

hat into the ring. — (OFNS) '

“Ezer Weizman's statements 

that Israel would reoccupy the 

whole of Sinai again if there 
should be a change of regime in 
Egypt is a flagrant interference in 
the affairs of an independent and 
sovereign state, ” said “ AI- 
Jarirah. But the Israeli minis- 
ter could not have said what be did 
without the evil peace treaty that 
Egypt bad signed with his gov- 
ernment Israel is more passion- 
ately concerned with the land than 
with peace despite the advantage 
that it gained from the treaty. But 
Israel will go on using it for its own 
ends including the total isolation 

of Egypt from the rest of the Arab 

world and to execute the so-called 
self-rule plan in the West Bank 
and Gaza so that Israeli occupa- 
tion and colonialism may be com- 
plete and official. 

“ So far only strong Arab reac- 
tion and Palestinian resistence to 
the specious plans are obstructing 
IsraeFs designs. In the end Israel 
will find that it has only two 


options : recognizing the rights of 
the Palestinians — and this may 
mean its demise, or it may choose 
to go to war. This rime it will dis- 
cover that its adversaries are bet- 
ter armed and will not only defeat 
it but will also paralyse any other 
superpower that may try to sup- 
port it in a fateful war. This para- 
lysis will come through economic 
sanctions of which oil will be the 
primary weapon. ” 

In another commentary “ AI- 
Jerirah” said that the French 
energy conservation plan seems to 
be the most plausible and fits in 
with the oil producers ideas/’. 

The paper said that President 
Carter’s program to subsidize 
American production is 
“ extremely embarrassing and 
hard to explain ” as far as other 
industrialized countries are con- 
cerned. 

“ Instead of regulating con- 
sumption the plan gives unbridled 
liberty to the Americans to go on 
with their waste of energy. 


“ Thus the French proposal 
deserves considerations as it 
indudes ways of opposing specu- 
lation and spot market sales con- 
trolling consumption and explor- 
ing sources of alternative energy. 
This taliys with OPEC’s aims at a 
time when the producers are 
watching their oil being sold at 
nearly double the prices they 
receive for ft. 

“ In any case, ” the paper said, 
“ the French plan has revealed to 
the world that the oil crisis is not of 
OPEC’s making but that of con- 
suming states. We hope that the 
American government will be able 
fo see the wisdom of the French 
plan and curtail its gluttony for 
ofl.” 

“ The Gulf region is undoub- 
tedly the spinal cord of the inter- 
national economy due to its oil 
wealth which makes it the largest 
single source of energy for the 
developing world and the indus- 
trialized states as well, " according 
to ** AJ-Medfaw. ” 


“ Because of this wealth and 
importance, the region calls for 
greater understanding, coopera- 
tion and coordination among its 
states. This is being done by Saudi 
Arabia with the cooperation of 
other states through constant con- 
tacts and consultations with each 
other as part of the Kingdom' s pol- 
icy to maintain contacts with all 
Arab, Islamic and friendly states 
to achieve its noble objectives. ” 

“ The American government 
appears to be going through a 
period of agonizing reappraisal of 
its policy in the Middle East 
because it has come to the conclu- 
sion that it cannot continue to 
depend on Egypt and Israel en — 
tirely for the conduct of its pol- 
icy, ” according to “ Al Bilad. ” 

“ I ranian relations with the U.S. 
are at the lowest ebb since the 
overthrow of the- Shah to the 
extent that Tehran rejected the 
American nominee for ambas- 
sador. 

“ Absolute Arab rejection of 


the peace treaty threatens it with 
slow death as one American has 
put it Israeli attacks and con- 
tinued defiance of American 
guidelines in the region threaten 
the peace and stability of the 
whole area. . Observers do not 
expect any dramatic changes in 
American policy, not with the 
approaching presdential elections 
and the president’s wooing of the 
Jewish lobby in the country. 

“ Nevertheless, the administra- 
tion may present a few recom- 
mendations to define the final pos- 
ition with regard to Jerusalem, 
talks with the Palestinians, 
expanding talks in the area with a 
view to expanding the limits of the 
proposed peaceful settlement. 

“ As for Iran, observers believe 
that such strained relations could 
lead to greater risks to American 
interests. Consequently Washing- 
ton might seek France's good 
offices to improve relations wife 
Tehran.”

“Travellers Guide to the Middle East,” e<fited by Richard Synge. I.C. 
Magazines, London, 1978. Price : 4.95 pounds sterling.

JEDDAH — How useful would this guide be to a businessman 
visiting Saudi Arabia in a burry? Examination reveals no maps of 
Jeddah an J Riyadh ; several of the more recently-built hotels are not 
mentioned at all ; and nothing is said about the special arrangements 
to be followed in obtaining exit from (he country. 

Basic information about Kingdom is accurate, though somewhat 
brief. Comments on Jeddah's traffic are rather subjective (experi- 
ences in Cairo, Damascus and even Paris can be more nerve- 
wracking). There are more restaurants, too, than the editors suggest.. 
They acce pi their limitations, however, and ask readers to forward on 
more up-to-date information. 

Each of the 24 Middle Eastern countries is introduced with a 
full-page uncluttered map showing the main towns, roads and air- 
ports, with a distance scale. Scale alternate between miles and 
kilometers, however, which could prove misleading and standardiza- 
tion is recommended for subsequent editions. There are also maps of 
some of the capita) cities. 

The various contributors adopt different approaches in their 
presentation of the countries. Essentially, though, the material for 
each is divided into a brief introduction, followed by sections on the 
land and people, history, culture, the economy and a summary of 
statistical information. This is supported by details of bow to get 
there, visa and customs regulations, climate, accomodation, embas- 
sies, tourist offices, restaurants — plus where to go, what to see and 
buy. 

Some entries are attributed to authors and others are anonym- 
ous. The attributed writers dearly have considerable personal 
experience of what they are describing. The no reattributed sections 
are symposia produced by the editorial staff which, while competent 
and informative, lack the immediacy of the others. 

A short but comprehensive bibliography lists most of the well- 
known Middle East authors, with special reading lists for the differ- 
ent countries. 

The guide points out that entry to some of these interesting 
countries as far as foreigners are concerned is restricted to those who 
have employment or business there. It is with the countries that are 
open to tourists that the guide comes into its own. 

For these, information was clearly much more accessible. The 
section on Morocco, for example, is very useful. 

“Travellers Guide to the Middle East” is a neatly arranged and 
we II- illustrated 354 pages of information on the region, put together 
by International Communications, who publish “The Middle East” 
and “Arab Business" from London.

Vienna’ s mosque by the Danube 


VIENNA — Saudi Arabia’s gift 
of a mosque tu the 30,000 Mus- 
lims whr live in Austria’ s capital is 
nearing completion, and from 
September the voice of the muez- 
zin will be heard across the river 
Danube calling the followers of 
Islam to prayer. 

It is more than 10 years since 
plans were made for an Islamic 
center in Vienna. The she, bn the 
banks of the Danube, was bought 
in 1968 and the mosque’ s founda- 
tion stone laid in the year. 
The minaret was completed 19 
months ago. 

Altogether, Austria has some 


50,000 Muslims. The Islamic 
center was planned and set into 
operation by Sheikh Farid Bas- 
rawi, until recently Sandi Arabia’s 
ambassador in Vienna. The King- 
dom awarded the construction 
contract to the Viennese firm of 
Richard Lngner. Section of die 
mostgue, such as the fountain, car- 
pets, pulpits and windows are 
being donated by other Muslim 
states. 

The result is a major complex — 
the mam mosque with a pr ay e r 
section and women’s gallery, a 
separate hall for social and cul- 


tural events, a library, a smaller 
mosque for everyday use, a 
Koranic school and quarters for 
the Imam. 

Designed in Turkish- Ottoman 
style, the mosque's copper-clad 
dome rises 16.5 meters above the 
main budding. Inside, the floors 
and walls are died, and decorated 
with abstract designs and Arabic 
script. 

The complex has been arranged 
on an a xis pointing precisely in the 
direction of the Kabah in Mecca, 
as determined by experts at Vie- 
nna's Central Institute of 
Meteorology and Geodynamics, 


and the Federal Institute of 
Weights, Measures and Surveys. 

When complete, the mosque — 
with its laigc forecourt and central _• 
fountain — will a dramatic ' * 
addition to the many beautiful - 
landmarks of Vienna. Indeed, a * 
planned motorway along the bank ' 
of the Danube has been dropped « 
by approximately one meter to ■" 
give a dear view of the building • '. 
from the river’s west bank. There ■ 
are also intentions to build a 
bridge over the proposed motor- 
way near to the mosque, to facali- • 
tate access to it.

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Spray of death comes to the forest

SUSSEX, New Brunswick 
— World War II Grumman 
Avenger airplanes again 
roared into the air last month 
from small airstrips through- 
out the Canadian province of 
New Brunswick. Their targets 
were not Japanese ships or air- 
fields in the South Pacific but 
the spruce budworm, a small 
caterpillar whose favorite food 
is the foliage of balsam fir 
trees. 

Each plane carried nearly 
7,000 pounds of Matacfl, an 
insecticide that is mixed with a 
poisonous solvent in diesel oil. 
The planes crisscrossed vast 
areas of forest land, releasing 
about a million gallons of these 
highly toxic chemicals on the 
enemy. They attacked just 
'after dawn to minimize drift, 
but at best only half the spray 
-landed on the target area — 
even the slightest wind tends to 
blow the remainder over 
farms, towns and people many 
miles away. 

New Brunswick’s chemical 
warfare is dangerous — over 
40 crashes and accidental spills 
have occurred during the past 
four years and five spray-plane 
pilots have died in a decade. 
The threat to non-combatants 
is even more ominous. Since 
1972, there have been 11 
deaths among IS reported 
cases of Reye's Syndrome, 
once a very rare children’s dis- 
ease that has become increas- 
ingly common in the province. 

~ Researchers strongly sus- 
pect that the aerial sprays are 
responsible. New Brunswick’s 
children are ten times more 
likely to contract Reye’s Syn- 
drome than their counterparts 
in Nova Scotia, a province that 
chooses not to spray. 

The war may also extract a 
heavy toll from unborn gener- 
ations of New Brunswickers. 
According to Dr. Donald 
Eco bichon of McGill Univer- 
sity, the. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency suspended the 
registration of Matadl in the 


United States because it is a 
mutagen. Technical informa- 
tion supplied by the manufac- 
turer, Mobay Chemical Cor- 
poration, warns that crops 
upon which applications of 
Matacil are made should not 
be used for human or animal 
food. Yet, because of drift, 
wildlife, farm animals and 
people all face the prospect of 
Matadl-coated meals. 

Chemical weaponry is indis- 
criminate and often destroys 
friendly forces along with the 
enemy. In 1975, the Cana dian 
Wildlife Service surveyed 15 
areas of New Brunswick and 
concluded that at least 2.9 mil- 
lion songbirds had been killed. 
Wasps and spiders that prey on 
budworm larvae are especially 
susceptible. Bees are 
extremely sensitive to almost 
any kind of spray. Nonyl- 
phenol, a supposedly inert sol- 
vent in the spray formulation, 
is ten times more deadly to 
young salmon than Matacil 
itself. 

There will be no crimes trials 
of those responsible for New 
Brunswick’s chemical warfare. 


Innocent victims have little 
' recourse, because medical 
accountability is difficult to pin 
down. Aerial sprays float 
through the atmosphere as 
toxic mists that people Inhale 
or absorb through the skin. 
Exposure may come through a 
spring shower — a recent study 
indicates that spray drift con- 
taminates rainwater. 

Exposed children may show 
no symptoms until Reye's 
Syndrome strikes months 
later. Insecticides such as 
Matacil may lead to liver dam- 
age, cancer or leukemia, but 
after a decade or more, linkage 
between illness and insecticide 
will be almost impossible to 
establish. No one really knows 
what the future holds for 
someone exposed to the spray. 

Legal accountability is 
equally remote. In 1976, 
Abram Friesen and his family 
were doused with insecticide 
on their farm near Frederic- 
ton. They sued and the New 
Brunswick Supreme Court 
ruled that the government had 
no legal right to spray insecti- 
cide over private land. Shortly 


thereafter, the government 
introduced a bill in the provin- 
cial legislature to allow private 
land to be sprayed without the 
owner’s consent. 

New Brunswick cannot win 
its chemical war — nature is 
too strong an opponent His- 
torically, outbreaks lasted six 
to eight years and then cot- 
lapsed for several decades 
largely because the budworm 
devoured its own food supply. 
Spraying has kept the out- 
break alive for 27 years and an 
infestation originally confined 
to 200,000 acres of forestland 
now covers nearly 15 million 
acres. 

In May, 1978, the minister 
of natural resources outlined 
the governments priorities: 
“We have got to make a very 
difficult decision. I don’t like 
to see people dying, but at the 
same time, knowing the forest 
as it is, my decision will have to 
be with the forest and the 
future of New Brunswick.” 

Like war-weary people 
elsewhere. New Brunswick 
may well ask, “Who is the 
enemy?” — (SF)

Hunt pulls out 
of Formula One 

LONDON, June 8 (R) — Britain’s James Hunt, world motor 
racing champion in 1976, announced Friday that he had quit the 
Formula One Circuit. 

The 31-year-old Hunt had been expected to retire from motor 
racing at the end of die season, but hasdecided that his Wolf car isnot 
competitive enough. 

Wiint shot to fame and famine when he clinched the worid champ- 
io n jJii p for McLaren three years ago. He won 10 Grand Prix, his last' 
sucoess being in the 1977 Japanese race. 

Hunt failed to win a race 'last year and at the beginning of this 
sc uyufi switched from Mc Lar e n to Wolf. 

Despite optimism from the Wolf team, financed by Canadian mil- 
lionaire Walter Wolf, success continues to elude Hunt and he has 
rapidly become disenchanted. 

Hunt said: “I am stopping now because my aim this season was to 
win races. Unfortunately, the current state of competitiveness among 
the care in Formula One has rendered that target unlikely for me.” 

Hunt has been campaigning for increased track safety and last 
September tried unsuccessfully to save the life of Swede Ronnie 
Peterson as he lay trapped in the burning wreckage of his Lotus after 
a pile-up at the start of the Italian Grand Prix. 

Hunt’s racing career started with Lord Hesketh and he finished 
fourth in the 197S drivers’ championship. When Hesketh pulled out 
of motor racing, the blond Englishman switched to McLaren and 
clinched the: worid title a year later. 

Hunt, who lives in Spain and is reputed to be a millionaire, said last 
October his aim was to be champion in 1979 so that he could “go out 
of motor racing on a high note.”

Professor, 15 Palestinians released in Israel 


Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON, June 8 — 
Israeli Professor Uri Davis and 15 
Palestinian students were released 
from Israeli jails Thursday. Davis 
called for a United Nations inves- 
tigation of human rights abuses in 
Israeli prisons. 

Davis and the 15 Palestinians 
had been held without charges and 


interrogated for two weeks. They 
were suspected of contacts with a 
Palestinian commando network in 
northern Israel. 

They were apparently released 
because of the publicity surround- 
ing their arrests and because 
Israeli police could not provide 
evidence of the alleged contacts 
with Palestinian commandos. 

Interviewed by telephone 


shortly after his release, Davis said 
there was no truth to the charges 
and asserted they were arrested 
because of their political views. 

Davis, of England's Bradford 
University and a member of the 
Israeli League for Human and 
Civil Rights, is a veteran supporter 
of the Palestinians. He holds Brit- 
ish and Israeli citizenship. 

Davis called for the formation 


Palestinians reject Jewish state 

Poll shows opposition inside Israel 


TEL AVIV, June 8 (R) — Half among a representative sample of 
the Palestinians within Israel's tire nearly 500,000 Palestinians, 


pre-1967 borders do not recog- 
nize Israels right to exist as an 
independent Jewish state and 75 
per cent favor an independent 
Palestinian state on the occupied 
West Bank, according to an opin- 
ion poll. 

The poll was carried out by the 
Arab Education Development 
and Research Institute, supported 
by the Ford Foundation. 

Sami I^moucha, head of the 
Arab Department of the Jewish- 
Arab Institute at Haifa Univer- 
sity, who directed the survey 


said h showed that 64 per cent 
regarded Zionism as a racist 
ideology. 

Semoncha noted a growing feel- 
ing of nationalism among the 
Palestinians, who represent about 
15 percent of Israel's population. 

He noted that 48 per cent of 
those polled described themselves 
as Palestinians. The others said 
they were Israeli Arabs. 

Etond-raising 

AMMAN, June 8 (R) — A 
Jordanian- Palestinian delegation 


will soon visit Arab states financ- 
ing a fund to support the inhabit- 
ants of the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories, Jordan's Minister of 
Information Adnan Abu Odeh 
said Friday. 

The Arab summit in 
last November decided to establ- 
ish the fund and set aside $150 
million for it. 

The decision on the tour was 
taken • in Jor danian - Pales tinia n 
talks concluded in Amman Thurs- 
day. 

Abu Odeh, who led the Jorda- 
nian side In the talks did not 
the countries to be visited. 


To Uganda 

Judge orders Astles extradited 


NAIROBL June 8 (AP) — A 
Nairobi judge Friday ordered Bob 
Astles, the British-born aide of 
deposed Ugandan dictator Idi 
Amin, extradited from Kenya to 
Uganda to face trial on a charge of 
murder. 

The order, which can be 
appealed to Kenya* s High Court, 
was handed down by chief Nairobi 
Magistrate Fidahassein Abdullah 
after a one-hour, 10-minute court 
. appearance by Astles, who 
appeared shaken and stunned by 
the decision. 

“Your honor, I did not quite 
understand. I am confused," 
Astles, who was not represented 
by a lawyer, said after the decision 
was announced. “I understood 
.that before I came here I would 
see my lawyer, but I have had dif- 
ficulty there." 

Abdullah curtly replied that the 
matter of legal representation in 
an extradition case was irrelevant 
and that if Astles wanted informa- 
tion on contacting a lawyer or how 
to appeal the order, he should 
consult the police. 


Astles, who acted as Amin’s 
foreign-policy adviser and key 
deputy, was immediately hustled 
out of the courtroom, his hands 
manacled, and put into a waiting 
car by police officers. 


He had remained in Kampala 
until the last days of Amin's 
regime, which was toppled in 
April by a combined force of Tan- 
zanian troops and Ugandan 
rebels.

“ Israel is the political and legal 
creation of the United Nations 
organization," he said, and die 
U.N. therefore has the righ t to 
intervene. 

“ U.N. intervention in Israeli 
jails is now more urgent than 
many other current U.N. concerns 
and the U.N. has the facilities to 
force its intervention when it 
deems necessary. ” 

Concern 

Davis said he wanted “ to draw 
public concern and attention to all 
those hundreds and thousands of 
political prisoners in Israeli jails 
today — over 3,000 in all — who 
have been less privileged and do 
not even enjoy a fraction of the 
concern and the protection which 
has been mine, who are detained 
under appalling conditions by far 
worse than mine, abused, beaten 
and tortured verbally and physi- 
cally. ’’ 

Davis said he was “ one of the 
most privileged political prisoners 
in Israel today. Being of Jewish 
origin and a citizen of the State of 
braid, I was protected by the offi- 
cial racism of the Jewish state and 
its hegemonic ideology, Zionism. 
Being a British citizen and a sub- 
ject of the British Queen, I was 
also protected by the concern of 
British public opinion and its legal 
system." 

Detained 

Davis said he was detained for 
two weeks in a cell two meters 


square. A light burned in the cell 
24 hoars a day, he was not allowed 
books or newspapers and was 
denied bis “ customary right as a 
detainee for one half hour or one 
hour’s daily walk in the prison 
countyard. " 

Davis refused to answer any 
questions under interrogation. His 
only response was “ no com- 
ment. " 

Israels police told the court 
they suspected Davis of links with 
“ a sabotage network " allegedly 
led by one Munir Muhammad 
Shehadeh. 

The police said Shehadeh had 
admitted contact with Davis and 
that the latter had sought funds 
from Fateh to finance a newspaper 
in Jerusalem. 

Funds 

The source of the funds was 
alleged to be Khalil Ai-Wazir 
(nom de guerre : Abu Jihad), 
operations officer of Fateh but the 
police provided no evidence to 
sustain the charges. 

Davis called the allegations “ a 
lie and fabrication. " 

Actions 

He thanked the Ad Hoc 
Defense Committee at the School 
of Peace Studies at Bradford and 
the Ad Hoc Defense Committee 
in the U.S. for their actions on his 
behalf. 

Davis said be was also helped by 
Lord Caradon who sent a letter to 
the British foreign secretary ask- 
ing the Foreign Office to inter- 
vene. 


Expelled from union for ‘agitation ’ 

East German dissident writers under fire 


EAST BERLIN, June 8 (R) — 
The East German Writers’ Union 
has voted to expel nine authors for 
what it called “anti-communist 
agitation." 

The official ADN news 
agency said Thursday at a five- 
hour meeting Wednesday night 
the East Berlin branch of the 
union resolved that the nine, 
including novelist Stefan Heym, 
were not worthy of membership 
because of interviews and com- 
mentaries they had given to West- 
ern media. 

They had mounted a campaign 


against East Germany from 
abroad, slandering the state and 
its cultural policies in letters and 
statements published in Western 
newspapers, the union said. 

“By such action they not only 
ignored the statute of our union 
but put themselves at the service 
of anti- Communist agitation 
against East Germany and against 
socialism." 

The resolution to expel the nine 
most be approved by the union's 
presidium before it comes into 
effect, but this is a formality. 

The nine are: Stefan Heym, 
Rolf Schneider, Joachim SeyppeL

West Germany just sue years ago, 
and Jacobs have both made criti- 
cal remarks about the direction of 
East German cultural policy and 
talked of growing restrictions on 
writers in interviews and letters 
printed in West Germany.

MANAGUA, June 8 (R) —

trol of Sandinista guerrillas, who 
launched a full-scale rebellion 1 1 
days ago. 

Fierce fighting raged on 
through the night in Masaya, a 
town of 20.000 people only 26* 
kilometers southeast of Managua. 

Air force planes strafed guer- 
rilla positions) within the city 
Thursday. 

But it seemed unlikely that the 
guerrillas would be able to capture 
the National Guard command 
post there, as there were hundreds 
of government soldiers defending 
the town. 

There was no indication of how 
many guerrillas were taking part 
in the attack on Masaya. nor of the 
number of casualties. 

But one resident said by tele- 
phone: “We cannot stick our 
noses out of the windows because 
the shooting is so intense. I can tell 


you the situation is horrible here.'’ 
Somoza declared a state of siege 
throughout the country two days 
ago, and a curfew has been 
imposed. ■ ■
